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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest obtaining a first value that is 2 A n added to a 
difference of the current sequence number VT(S) and the base sequence number VT(A); 
obtaining a second value that is a modulus of the first value with 2 A n; and obtaining a test value 
that is the second value divided by a size of the transmitting window; and wherein polling is 
triggered when the test value is greater than or equal to a polling value, as specified in 
independent claim 1 . 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a calculation unit capable of obtaining a test 
value t according to a relation that comprises: 

t = ((2 A n + VT(S) - VT(A)) mod 2 A n)/VT(WS); and 

wherein the transmitter polls the receiver when the test value t is greater than or equal to 
a polling value, as specified in independent claim 4. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a calculation unit capable of obtaining a test 
value t according to a relation that comprises: 

t = min(((2 A n + VT(S) - VT(A)) mod 2 A n), VT(WS))/VT(WS); and 

wherein the transmitter polls the receiver when the test value t is greater than or equal to 
a polling value, as specified in independent claim 6.
